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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 1, 7, and 9 change the scope of the claims. In the previously presented claims, the 
decoding of the signal was performed at the receiver; however, in the currently amended claims, said decoding is now performed at the 
base device. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments to claims 1, 7, and 9 
change the scope of the claims and raise new issues that would require additional consideration. However, arguendo, Examiner maintains 
that, as cited in the previous Office Action, Uchida teaches that the display apparatus comprises a memory for storing setting parameters 
[0043]. In an analgous art, Labeeb teaches that storing an EPG template at the receiving device is desirable so as to conserve bandwidth 
[0167]. Examiner maintains that it would have been obvious to store the EPG template of Labeeb in the display memory of Uchida and that 
doing so would provide equivalent functionality to the previously claimed apparatus. 
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
